La st Week ’s To ll... 66 Killed 
GIs Abando n Besieged Base 


SAIGON (AP) — U.S. forces 
today abandoned a besieged pa­ 
trol base in the northwest cor­ 
ner of South Vietnam where 33 
Americans hav e been killed and 
165 wounded since J uly 1, in­ 
formed sources said. 
The paratroopers 
from 
the 
101st Airborne Div ision disabled 
some of their artillery guns and 
abandoned them before they re­ 
treated, the sources said. 
Only sketchy information was 
av ailable 
on 
the 
withdrawal 
from patrol base Ripcord, on a 
1,000-foot ridge north of the A 
Shau v alley and 13 miles east of 
the Laotian border. But the 
sources said the base was under 
attack this morning. 
It was the first time in nearly 
nine months, since Nov . 2, that 
U.S. forces abandoned a patrol 
base under enemy pressure and 
destroy ed their guns to keep 
them out of enemy hands. 
The mission of the paratroop­ 
ers at Ripcord was to check in­ 
filtration corridors from Laos, 
to “ keep track of what’s going 
on and to prev ent the North 
Vietnamese from mov ing into 
the lowlands where all the popu­ 
lation is." one officer said.

On Wednesday enemy troops 
ambushed a patrol a mile east 
of the base, killing 12 Ameri­ 
cans and wounding six in a 6%- 
hour fight.

Two day s before last Thanksgiving Day . Rep. C larenct 
t . Miller. Ohio Republican, spoke in the House of Rep­ 
resentatives and asked. “ Some of us might ask today : 
^Just what h a\e we got to be thankful for?” ' After 
detailing the riots, crim e, campus disorders, economic 
disorders, he said he would henceforth put in the Con­ 
gressional Record every day a specific fact illustrative 
V>f our nation’s great economic, cultural and spiritual 
(achievements to serve as a daily rem inder of the suc­ 
cess of the American way that is em ulated throughout 
the world. 
As good as his word, the Congressman has been pro­ 
viding these daily facts under the title. “ Take Pride in 
Am erica.” For instance, one day . he stated that in 1967, 
there were 28 5 million radios in the United States—three 
and a half more than in the Soviet Union, the second 
leading nation. Another item stated that in 1966. there 
were 1.678 .700 private hospital beds in the United States, 
more than any other country , with Japan second with 
1.077.700. 
Miller, a self-made man who studied electric engineer­ 
ing through a correspondence school course and was 
m ay or of Lancaster. Ohio, before going to the House, 
believes his own optimism about Am erica reflects the 
views of his constituents. “ That’s the way most people 
feel.” he said, “but they are bom barded daily by ideas 
that would tend to m ake them think otherw ise.” He is 
try ing to help them safeguard their faith in America. 
Since November. Miller has noted 70 to 8 0 diverse 
American accomplishments. 
He say s he can cite one 
a day so long as he is in Congress. Miller is 52. a two- 
term er. with a long career ahead in Congress. He is 
launched on a one man war of attrition on what he calls 
“ the general outlook of negativeness toward our coun­ 
try and our governm ent.” He has picked an effective 
way to thw art it. 
IJng ro wn-Cro p Subsidies 


Big farm corporations — farm factories, they are 
called — share about $250 million in farm subsidies each 
y ear for not growing crops. Unlimited subsidies aid the 
rich at the expense of the poor family -size farm s, which 
have a hard tim e m aking both ends m eet. 
Two y ears ago. the House voted to lim it these sub­ 
sidies to $20,000 for each farm . The farm corporations 
spoke of dividing their holdings into independent sm all 
farm s and the Senate refused to pass the m easure. Now. 
the Senate changed its mind and voted 40 to 35 for the 
$20,000 limit as an am endm ent to the farm appropria­ 
tion bill, which it went on and passed 73 to 6. 
Since the House had not even considered a subsidy 
limit this tim e around, the bill went to conference with 
no instructions to the House conferees on the m atter. 
This opened the way for the big farm lobby to m ake a 
desperate effort to elim inate the subsidy ceiling. 
Consumer pressure is rising, too. A saving of $300 
million to $400 million to the taxpay er is worth fighting 
for. In 1969. eight subsidy pay m ents were in excess of 
SI million each. 
Many other large farm corporations 
received sums between $100,000 and $1 million. 
Total 
subsidized farm s num bered 2,525,8 00 and the average 
farm er got $1,463. About 1.1 million farm ers got less than 
$500. This is ridiculous. 
Agriculture Departm ent survey s show that a $20,000 
subsidy limit would not have dire effects on big farm 
corporations. It would put a big dent in the $8 billion 
farm appropriation and would safeguard the subsidy 
for the family farm er, for whom it was originally 
designed. 
Burg la ry Time 


The rising volume of burglaries in Kingston and the 
surrounding area in recent weeks points to the fact that 
sum m ertim e is a busy tim e for burglars. The business 
community and homeowners should take extra precau­ 
tions to protect their properties during the sum m er. 
Homes and apartm ents vacated for weeks at a tim e 
ar£ irresistible temptations. Householders often are the 
unwitting accomplices of thieves through negligence. 
They alert burglars that they are absent by leaving notes 
at the front door and perm itting newspapers to pile up in 
front of their households. Store owners also-encourage 
break ins by not taking reasonable precautions. 
They 
should invest in deterrents such as the installation of 
alarm sy stem s and other modern burglar-defy ing de­ 
vices. There also is no sound reason for leaving large 
sum s of money in cash registers overnight. Banks pro­ 
vide night depositories for this purpose. 
The first order in the drive to curb burglaries is for 
each citizen to do his part. 
Speedier and stiffer sen­ 
tences to those found guilty of such crim es also would 
be helpful in discouraging others from contem plating 
such acts.

Inflation 
continues around the world 
but all ey es are on the United 
States. For if its economy can 
become adjusted, the effects 
should 
be 
felt 
in

countries abroad. The news 
here, however, is not y et good 
enough.

quarter of 1970. the labor cost 
per unit of non farm output 
in America went up by an 
annual rate of 8 .4 per cent 
as compared with 6.4 per cent 
in 1969 and 3.9 per cent in 
1968 . 
This 
can 
only 
m ean 
higher 
prices 
on 
some 
products. 
A u t o m o b i l e 
m anufacturers, for instance, 
face negotiations with labor 
unions for increases in wages. 
The outcome could be a rise 
in the amount the buy er has 
to pay and hence perhaps the 
purchase of fewer cars or else 
a turn to lower-priced cars. 
There 
is 
no 
doubt 
that 
organized labor, through the 
tremendous power it wields in 
the large industries, has a 
substantial effect on the whole 
price structure. Workers in 
one set of industries note what 
the employ es in other lines 
are 
getting 
and 
feel 
they 
should 
receive 
the 
sam e 
compensation 
in 
their 
fac­ 
tories. too. So the dem ands 
go up every where when the 
union leadership in a m ajor 
industry obtains higher wage 
scales. 
The government, of 
course, stands by disappointed 
by 
what 
is 
happening 
but 
apparently 
unwilling to 
set 
any guidelines or to apply 
restraints. 
While 
prices 
rise in 
the 
United 
States, 
there 
are 


coincidentally 
increases 
on 
other continents. Thus, during 
the past 12 months price rises 
have ranged from 29 .3 per 
cent in Chile and 21.7 per cent 
in Brazil, to 8 .3 per cent in 
Japan and 6.3 per cent in 
Sweden. 
Many

painful than any experienced

Certainly 
some wage increases could be 
absorbed 
as

rises, but when inflation gains 
headway , the situation tends 
to get out of hand. There is 
a hesitancy to take govern­ 
mental 
steps 
for 
fear 
of 
producing 
a 
recession 
and 
increasing unemploy ment. Yet 
the 
longer 
the 
wage-price 
situation is left untouched, the 
more difficult 
becomes 
the 
task of bringing back price 
stability . 
The bank for international 
settlem ents 
in 
Switzerland 
recently m ade it • clear in a 
report 
that 
worldwide 
in­ 
flation has reached the danger 
point. The chairm an of the 
bank said: 
"There is a 
tendency 
in 
some quarters to find solace 
in the fact that prices are 
rising abroad more or less as 
they are at home. In other 
words, as long as we happily 
inflate 
together, 
expansion 
will run into no difficulties. 
I’m afraid I have no sy m­ 
pathy with this view. Inflation 
is a disease in itself, and 
when it persists, it leads to 
distortions which increase the 
danger of a severe economic 
setback.

spreading like wildfire are a 
problem

gravity . In practically every 
country , y ear in and y ear out 
wage rises now tend to exceed 
productivity gains.

In Washington, the view is

House-Senate 
E c o no m i c 
Committee on Monday that

The adm inistration is not

What the painstaking study

say . mothers had better use

nutritions they require. 
Behind the official confusion 
o v e r

prospects 
of 
negotiating 
Vietnam

Dinosaurs of the Sea 
Like the dinosaurs that once 
stalked the earth, the great 


whales — the dinosaurs of the 
deep — are headed for ex­ 
tinction. 
Yet Secretary of the In­ 
terior W alter Hickel has been 
pressured by the whale oil 
lobbv to suspend an import 
ban on whale oil. He ordered 
the ban only last month to 
reduce the slaughter of sperm, 
fin and sei whales, ihe three 
main breeds of the dimin­ 
ishing sea m am m als. 
Conservationists 
h a v e 
warned 
the 
International 
Whaling 
Commission 
that 
whales are being butchered 
f a s t e r 
than 
they 
can 
reproduce. 
The 
commission 
has been urged 
by its own 
scientists to reduce the world 
whaling 
quotas by 240 per 
cent. 
B u t 
the 
commission, 
unhappily , 
is dominated by 
whaling interests, which are 
more concerned about profits 
than conservation. Whale oil 
is used for transm ission fluids 
and to lubricate watches. The 
meat from the giant carcasses 
is ground up for dogs, cat 
and chicken food. 
Hickel took unilateral action 
last month to ban imports of 
oil and m eat from the main 
species, 
hoping 
this 
would 
slow down the slaughter of 
whales. 
Two big importers. Archer- 
Daniels Midland and W erner 
G. 
Smith 
Inc.. 
hired 
the 
powerful Washington law firm 
of Covington and Burling to 
crack Hickel’s import ban. 
They 
got 
the 
backroom 
support of the State D epart­ 
ment 
w h i c h . 
putting 
diplomacy 
ahead 
of 
con­ 
servation. wanted to appease 
the whaling countries. Japan, 
in particular, butchers whales 
for the American m arket. 
Hickel 
also 
received 
a 
snippy private letter from Dr. 
J. L. McHugh, the American 
delegate to the International 
Whaling 
Commission, 
who 
protested that the ban was 
"not justified.’’ 
A weary Hickel. a two fisted 
ex boxer 
who 
stood 
up 
to 
President 
Nixon 
over 
his 
attitude toward y outh, buckled 
under the pressure from the 
whale 
oil 
lobby . 
He 
has 
quietly ordered subordinates 
to draft a 20-day suspension 
of the import ban. 
This 
will 
give 
American 
whale m erchants a chance to 
sign new contracts, leading to 
a resumption of the slaughter, 
to feed transm ission!, 
dogs 
and cats.

The action quickly followed 
the secretary ’s recen t warn in g 
to 17 gov ern ors that "the pres 
en ce of m ercury in much of our 
n ation ’s w ater con stitutes an 
immin en t health hazard ." 
Human in gestion of m ercury 
can result in brain d am age. 
Tod ay ’s health threat comes 
chiefly when human s eat fish 
that hav e been taken from m er­ 
cury -con tamin ated waters. The 
fish absorb the elemen t from 
lower forms of aquatic life. 
Mercury is an accumulativ e 
poison an d the bod y d oes n ot 
elimin ate small d oses accid en ­ 
tally 
absorbed . 
The 
elemen t 
con tin ues to build -up ov er the 
y ears un tir a critical lev el is 
reached . 
U.S. authorities becam e wor 
ried last March when Can ad ian 
j officials 
ban n ed 
commercial 
fishin g in Lake Erie an d Lake 
St. Clair because of high m ercu­ 
ry con cen tration s.

The Clearwater, the Hudson 
River Sloop Restoration's float­ 
ing sermon against pollution, 
will be dock ed at Iona Island 
this Saturday for unique festiv­ 
ities. 
Through special permission of 
the Palisades Interstate Park s 
Commission, the island at Bear 
Mountain will be open to the 
public from 1 to 5 p.m. As part 
of the Afternoon at Iona Island, 
a program of entertainm ent will 
be presented. Don McLean. Jim ­ 
my Collier and Pete Seeger will 
perform. Square dancing, pup­ 
pets, European folk dancing will 
also be featured. 
The July 25 program will be 
one of the few tim es in this cen­ 
tury that this beautiful island 
has been open to the public. 
Acquired by the Park s Commis­ 
sion in 1965 from the General 
Services Administration of the 
U.S. Government, the site is 


destined to eventually be incor 
porated as part of the Palisades 
Interstate Park . Since its ac­ 
quisition of the property , the 
commission has closed the area 
to the public as necessary dem ­ 
olition and renovation have tak ­ 
en place. 
Participants may bring picnic 
lunches as refreshm ents will not 
be available on the island. 
One of the 
most beautiful 
sites on the Hudson, the history 
of Iona dates back to 1840 when 
it was called Salisbury Island.

FOUND EXA GGERA TED

Experts once warned that the 
middle years were a time of 
rising 
marital 
and 
family 
crisis -* of divorces, ulcers, 
alcoholism 
and the ’’empty 
nest" blues. But a new study 
of 
middle class couples 
in 
their 40’s 
and 50's 
rcvelas 
they arc in what one wife 
describes as “ a very com­ 
fortable rut” and generally 
happy with their lot. 
Professor M a r j o r i e F. 
Lowenthal. 
director 
of 
the 
Adult Development program 
o f 
the 
Langley 
Porter 
Neuropsychiatric 
Institute, 
University 
of 
California's 
M e d i c a l 
Center. 
said 
preliminary findings indicate 
“ little 
evidence 
for 
the 
existence of a mid life crisis.” 
There 
were

those faced with 
the problem of serious illness, 
for example —

David 
C h i r i b o g a . 
r e s e a r c h 
psychologist on 
the 
study, 
reported that 70 to 80 per cent

happy’ with their lives." He 
described the couples in the 
study as typical middle class, 
“ stable and

relatively 
conservative attitudes about 
life. They are sort of average, 
no extremes arc represented.”

HOLLYWOOD (A P )-Is it pos­ 
sible to buck the trend toward 
realism and relevance on televi­ 
sion and be successful with a 
gentle, homespun comedy ? 
Ken Berry thinks so, and the 
record of “ May berry R.F.D.” 
backs him up. The show, in 
which he stars, finished fourth 
in last season’s national Nielsen 
ratings.

I think 
there’s room for shows that are 
pure entertainment.” 
Ken admits that he is worried 
that CBS is moving away from 
its emphasis on shows appealing 
to people in small towns and ru­ 
ral areas. He also is q uick to 
add that he doesn’t think “ May ­ 
berry ” should be lumped into 
the same category with “Bever­ 
ly 
Hillbillies” 
and 
“ Grften 
Acres.” 
“Those shows are farces and 
y ou have to accept that to enjoy 
it," he said. “But I am worried. 
I can’t understand the thinking. 
“There are people who think 


May berry couldn’t ex ist, but it 
does.

there’s no such place. They get 
on a plane in New York and 
they fly here and never see 
what’s in between.” 
Perhaps one reason for the 
show’s popularity is that for 
most viewers the star is the 
town itself. It is the hometown 
every one wishes they had. and 
c e r t a i nl y nearly every one 
knows someone like Goober or 
Emmett or Howard. 
Despite his tenure on “May ­ 
berry ” and “F Troop” before 
that. Berry can go about town 
unrecognized.
